Following a series of committee 
meetings held over a period of sev­ 
eral weeks, a movement is being 
launched by the Gettysburg C ham ­ 
ber of Commerce th at has for its 
objective the expansion of every line 
of commercial activity in the com ­ 
munity. 
At the conclusion of the final 
meeting on Wednesday, President 
Murray B Frazee announced th at a 
committee representative of all lines 
of business in the community will be 
selected within a week to analyze 
Gettysburg’s economic 
possibilities 
and draft a three-year program for 
the Chamber of Commerce that wifi of all concerned 
include industrial, m ercantile and 
tourist development.

Contracts for the new' dwellings 
have been let to I H. Crouse and 
sons, Littlestown, and call for com­ 
pletion in six months. 
Excavation 
for the new structures started W ed­ 
nesday on lots directly east of the 
present residence of Dr. and Mrs, 
Herbert C Alleman on the eastern 
slope 
of 
Seminary 
ridge. 
Both 
houses will lace Springs avenue. 
They will be two and a half story 
red brick nomes. 
One will be named the “Leander 
M Zimmerman home” and will be 
occupied by Dr John Aberly, who 
next year will resign as Hie presi­ 
dent of the seminary. 
The other dwelling will be nam ed 
the “Luther DeYoe home” and will 
become tile home of Dr. and Mrs. 
Alleman when the 
former retires 
from his faculty position next year. 
The present residences of Doctors 
Aberly and Alleman will be used by

He served a 38- 
year pastorate at Christ Lutheran 
church in Baltimore and has been 
pastor em eritus there since 1935 
He 
has been a director of the seminary 
since 1909; for many years served 
as a member of the Board of Home 
Missions; was a member and presi­ 
dent of the Deaconess board and has 
served as a director of the ’Tressier 
orphanage. 
He is the author of 
well-known religious works. 
Dr. Luther DeYoe, in whose honor 
the second dwelling will be chris­ 
tened, resides in Philadelphia. 
He 
is u native of Ramsey, New Jersey. 
An alum nus of Gettysburg college 
in the class of 1886, he graduated 
from the seminary here in 1889 and 
was ordained by the East Pennsyl­ 
vania Synod in the same year. 
He 
served 
pastorates a t Emmitsburg, 
Harrisburg and Germantown and Is 
the author of two volumes of ser­ 
mons.

Officers and councilmen of the 
United Lutheran churches in G et­ 
tysburg and from all neighboring 
communities will meet in St. James 
church here, Wednesday, October 
2i>, to participate in a nationwide 
spiritual campaign against growing 
irreligious forces. The Rev. Dr. G E, 
Swoyer, of Mansfield, Ohio, one of 
America’s 
outstanding 
Lutheran 
leaders will be the speaker on that 
occasion. 
This gathering is one of a series 
of more than two hundred Church 
Councilmen 
Conferences 
(“CCC 
meetings) 
which the United Lu­ 
theran Church of America is cur­ 
rently conducting in all parts of 
the country. Lutheran church lead­ 
ers characterize this drive as “an 
answ’er to widely publicized claims 
that the church has ceased to be a 
potent factor in American life.” 
In an 
effort to revitalize the 
work of the individual Lutheran 
churches and so promote the w'hole 
program of the church, the council­ 
men of all congregations are being 
given Intensive instruction concern­ 
ing their duties and obligations.

“Agricultural accidents were re­ 
sponsible for nearly one-fourth of 
all serious injuries treated at a m e­ 
dium sized rural hospital in

central part of New York state d u r­ 
ing the years 1929-1938 Inclusive, he 
said.

EDUCATOR SEES 
REGIMENTATION 
GROWTH IN U. S. 


Harrisburg1. Oct. 5 (AP'—Fears of 
‘•the amazing growth toward regi­ 
mentation” in the United States, 
and of the American teacher’s a t­ 
titude toward “the American way cf 
life,” were expressed today by a 
speaker at Pennsylvania’s annual 
education congress 
Harley L. Lutz, professor of public 
finance 
at 
Princeton 
university, 
declared in one prepared speech 
that “prolonged deficit financing is 
the surest road to dictatorship for 
it means an habituation of the 
people to a policy under which they 
can have no effective eon trot over 
the affairs of government.” 
Lutz saw the most important job 
for the next president—republican 
or democrat—as checking “this tide 
that is now running so strongly to­ 
ward state socialism." 
In another speech, Lutz traced 
the growth 
in 
expenditures 
for 
Public education in the nation from 
$63,400,000 in 1870 to $1,968,900,000 
in 1936. 
He questioned the value of “some 
of the tilings now being done in the 
name of education” and said he 
feels "some disturbance over tile 
extent to which American teachers 
have come 
to believe 
that 
the 
American way of life, which rests 
on democracy, and that freedom 
for the Individual, which is essential 
to the private enterprise system, is 
no longer worth supporting.” 
“It may be that I am unduly 
concerned over the direction taken 
by the American teachers 
union 
under its present leadership, and 
over the kind of influence exerted 
by some members of the faculties 
of teachers’ colleges,” he asserted. 
"I ani convinced, however, that 
there is still a sufficient resistance, 
on the part of the people at large, 
to all oi the isms’ which are bur­ 
rowing under our democratic system 
as to produce a marked reaction to 
an educational policy which may be 
using taxpayers’ dollars to inculcate 
the idea that the whole system by 
which those taxpayers got their dol­ 
lars would better be overthrown.” 
Carleton W ashburn, superinten­ 
dent of schools at Winnetka, Illi­ 
nois, told the educators that the 
American educational system “by 
Us autocratic administration 
be­ 
lieves what should be tile basic 
faith of educators in democracy.”

ragged army fought the British un- I 
der General Howe on October 4, 
1777. 


The boldness of Washington in 
attacking the British so soon after j 
a crushing defeat in the battle of the 
Brandywine in nearby Chester coun­ 
ty is counted by historians as an 
important 
factor 
in 
determining I 
France’s alliance with the Amer- j 
leans. 
Washington struck on the night of 
October 3 after ^lowe sent part of 
his army south along the Delaware j 
river to reduce several 
American I 
forts. 
In the battle that raged the I 
next day Washington lost 673 men I 
killed and wounded and the British 
535. 
The Americans, however, cap­ 
tured several British cannon and 
were able to retreat with all of their 
own. 
The audacity of their drive on 
the British made an impression on 
the French and a "last” German­ 


town led to a "victorious" York­ 
town. 


Say Paralysis May fie
